Why 
the persistent tradition that this 
fearful thought? Doubtless because 
more less unconsciously asso- 
ciate what surmise Divine Jus- 
tice with know human 
justice. The somber court room, the 
bored and unemotional attendants, the prosecutor in- 
tent conviction, especially the judge stern, 
menacing, aloof—these things indeed characterize 
earthy justice, which often isn’t justice all. But they 
are indices the Justice God. That Justice 
truly just because, unlike earthly justice, based 
knowledge ample and profound. The Divine Judge knows 
not only our deeds and our tangled motives, but also 
the degree temptation that incited and the extent 
our available strength. The thought God’s Justice 
suggest infinite consolation and unlying hope. 

Preachers .and spiritual writers, lived into inaccurate 
language the sway dramatic contrast, often picture 
Divine Justice conflict with Divine Mercy, and 
the fate the sinner hanging the outcome. 
not nearer the truth say that God Justice and Mercy 
are one, that God merciful because God just? 
all events there more mercy the Justice God 
than the mercy men. 

Well that our pupils learn these truths, that they 
come look upon God judge indeed, but not 


earthly judge. For God Judge whose knowledge 


infinite. that our hope.

We— 
including dear Mr. Wister—sometimes talk though 
are going perpetuate man’s renown naming 
town street after him. indeed that fash- 
ion perpetuate his name, but often times his name will 
mean absolutely nothing the next 

Recall some the street names your favorite city, 
city you really know and love, and see this not so. 
Names, mere names; and knowledge the lives and 
deeds the patrons not especially desired the 
younger generation. Who was the Swope after whom 
Swope Park named? Does every loyal citizen Kan- 
sas City shout aloud the answer? Who was St. Vrain? 
‘queried visitor Colorado party entertainers 
bowled him along the South St. Vrain road. Nobody 
could tell. But hour ago passed the Dudley 
Stone School. ignorance may hideous, but 
haven’t the faintest conception who Dudley Stone was. 
And only last week chanced the information that 
Nevada’s metropolis named after one General Reno. 
And who was General Reno? I’m afraid don’t the 
least care. 

But may objected, there another side the 
story. all know after whom are named the city 
Washington and Sherman street and the Franklin School. 
sure do; and those names would mean some- 
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thing the city, the street and 
the school never existed. know 
city named after Socrates, 
street after Nero, school after 
Thomas Kempis; but neither 
know any reasonable alert man 
whom those three names are quite 
meaningless. whole point that naming place 
after man does not insure the man’s immortality. And 
really big man—for good for ill—he doesn’t 
need street school keep his memory green. 
Such fame!

the latest. that slender, red covered book 
published Ginn and Company and entitled, “The Her- 
ford Aesop: Fifty Fables Verse.” The co-author (for 
more than translator) Mr. Oliver Herford, 
man who for years has been showing rare skill verse 
construction and unique and enviable facility for mak- 
ing nonsense rhymes the vehicle contagious humor and 
sound sense. “The Herford Aesop” Mr. Herford has 
not succumbed the temptation unduly clever 
sophisticated, for which favor voice our thanks; but 
neither has resolved being merely sedate and per- 
functory. The wisdom Aesop has put into form 
obviously but not offensively American, form that every 
normal child will take the duckling takes water. 

haven’t the space, should like do, quote 
from all fifty the fables, but perhaps these concluding 
verses from the fable the Wind and the Sun will sug- 
gest something the book’s attractiveness: 

“You win!” 
Exclaimed the Wind: now begin 
see the Light! thought till now 
That everything Force must bow; 
But you compel admit 
Persuasion has the best it!” 

The book lavishly illustrated, also Mr. Herford. 
The bouquet absurdity, delicate, rejuvenating thing, 
that characteristic Mr. Herford’s art, exempli- 
fied here the Grasshopper with summer hat, the 
Lion with monacle and the legend tree, “Miss 
Crow, top floor.”

absolutely the very best book its kind.

And then there the not less perplexing case the 
priest who doctor philosophy sacred theology 
something. Are you address him “Father” 
most cases, especially university centers, 
prefers the academic title, but—except commence- 
ment day when wears his regalia—how you know 
Doctor? Sometimes gentleman wearing Ro- 
man collar introduces himself Father and So; and 
then happy inspiration you fail address him 
Doctor and So, filled with pity your lack 
savior faire. What do? 

This may seem hardy and absurd suggestion, but 
really things wouldn’t bad Mothers and Doctors 
were unobtrusively but permanently labeled. The Doctor 
could habitually wear his academic hood, course, but 
that might not prove practical. Better were 
have some symbol his coat collar band his 
sleeve. The matter distinguishing the reverend Mother 
naturally more complicated, but surely some little al- 
teration adornment gamf coif would 
wonderfully. 

Meanwhile bless the stars that Sisters and Brothers 
having the academic title Doctor not flaunt un- 
duly and prefer addressed simply “Sister” and 
Things might vastly more complicated 
after all. 


OLD WIVES’ TALES. There wealth mate- 
rial for the teacher legends the saints, but the 
wealth will turn ashes imprudently handled.

Constantine 
meant well enough; but was unduly concerned with 
old wives tales. May his tribe decrease! 


KNOWLEDGE AND POWER. “The more teacher 
knows,” said the university examiner dogmatically, “the 
better teacher he’ll be.”

When the student literature begins really enjoy 
Shakespeare, his taste has begun formed. may 
read the “Vicar Wakefield” after that without yawn, 
and learn enjoy the quiet humor Charles Lamb. 
finds himself raised into the pure air above the ma- 
laria exaggeration and sensationalism. style 
writing insensibly improves; becomes critical the 
slang and careless English his every-day speech; and 
surely these things are worth all the trouble spent 
gaining them. Besides, has secured perpetual solace 
for those long nights—and perhaps days—of loneliness 
which must come nearly every man when begins 
grow old.

The student literature and 
the teacher literature must 
the outset accept the truth that 
the proper and complete ab- 
sorption literary master- 
piece considerable degree 
aesthetic appreciation indis- 
pensable. Maurice Guerin’s 
little idyl the Centaur and 
Shakespeare’s delineation the 
storm-buffeted King Lear, 
Homer’s description the 
shield Achilles and Calder- 
on’s autos sacramentales, differ- 
ent they are outlook, .in 
scope, quality and quantity 
genius, 
several things common; and 
one those things that they 
are all works art, that they 
are all responses our craving for the beautiful, that 
they are all, short, susceptible approach from the 
aesthetic point view. great book—or, indeed, 
little book that book all—may something 
mine information, something reservoir prac- 
tical wisdom, something, even, tract; but not 
literature unless, addition, thing beauty. 
Literary study essentially, though not exclusively, aes- 
thetic study. 


And yet this essential aesthetic element literary ap- 
preciation thing potential dangers. The history 
literature and the record literary artists and literary 
appreciators furnish abundant evidence that when aes- 
thetic study undertaken the light false principles 
defeats its own ends and degenerates the artist into 
decadence and the appreciator into arid formalism. 
need but recall and the Golden Ass, Matthew 
Arnold and his sweetness and light, Oscar Wilde and his 
prostitution genius and the career certain nineteenth 
century apostles art for art’s sake perceive that 
who leans mainly exclusively upon aesthetics writ- 
ing reading leans upon broken reed. What 
needed conserve what good and sound the aes- 
thetic approach literature and safeguard against 
its potential dangers? 


Clearly, the right sort correlation with religion. 
base our literary study faith and morality, 
investigate the problems aesthetics the light 
established and authentic Catholic principles, ob- 
serve due measure proportion and God His 
rightftul place the world His creation, then 
shall avoid the errors both excess and defect. Once 
give religion its due importance shall the one 
hand recognize the validity the claims aesthetic 
study and the other shall steer clear the dan- 
gers aesthetics gone mad. Religion the salt which 
preserves from corruption and the leaven which lightens 
and vitalizes the mass. 


must freely recognize the unpleasant fact that not 
infrequently the history Christianity certain men 
who have made profession religion, and men who 
their personal lives and their zeal for souls have mer- 
ited the halo sanctity, have practice either utterly 
ignored the claims the aesthetic viewpoint even 
been listed its forthright and implacable foes. After 
all, one can save one’s soul, and help other people 
save theirs, without the minstrations art. But, however 
numerous such good men have been are, their exist- 
ence and their activity not invalidate the noblity and 
the sacredness aesthetic study. Men and movements 
that thus remain impervious the appeal beauty are 


worthy that account; they are worthy spite 
it. 

Puritanism and Philistinism are fundamentally narrow 
and narrowing. When Carlyle said that English Puri- 
tanism locked the human mind dungeon touched 
upon particular mahifestation eternal truth. For 
the Protestant Puritan the Catholic Jansenist 
reality man who sees God solely and exclusively 
God Goodness; his eyes are held from the percep- 
tion God Infinite Beauty. And neither the Puritan 
nor the Jansenist spent force, 
phenomenon, trailing shadow the past; both are 
still alive and still active, and not the least important 
function the Catholic school and the Catholic teacher 
combat that view life and letters which prefers 
regard beauty nothing but snare and aesthetic 
study wile Satan. are the heirs the glor- 
ious Catholic ages, and not the least valuable portion 
our heritage responsiveness the lure beauty. 

The Catholic Church, immortal and unchanged, has 
preserved unto the spirit her Founder, and that 
spirit stands revealed her prevailing attitude toward 
the principle beauty through the years. What does 
that revelation teach us? shows the Church adorn- 
ing herself with things beauty bride preparing 
meet her spouse. shows liturgy making 
almost startling aesthetic appeal. shows cathedrals 
that their architectural structure and their artistic 
embellishment are once the models and the despair 
builders and artificers and painters. shows musi- 
cal geniuses their gifts the enriching the 
externals religion and sculptors and artists finding 
Catholicism potent and enduring inspiration. shows 
poets like Dante and dramatists like Calderon and 
prosateurs like Chateaubriand and Newman lavishing up- 
religion the fullness their talents and drawing from 
embellishment are once the models and the despair 
religion artistic power and finality. shows popes 
and potentates conceivable effort en- 
courage aesthetic effort and aesthetic appreciation. 
shows up, fine, that when rightly considered and legiti- 
mately employed, the beauty the world and the beauty 
art are the handmaidens religion, and that religion 
thrives and waxes strong well beautiful atmos- 
phere art. 


That individuals certain times and certain places 
and the stress certain circumstances have been blind 
this important aspect the Catholic spirit justi- 
fication for follow their stultifying and un-Chris- 
tian example. need not judge them; but must not 
imitate them. seek carry the principles our 
holy faith into ample and complete and fruitful practice, 
then must perforce recognize, even the interests 
religion itself, the value and the enriching potentiali- 
ties aesthetic culture and seek realize ourselves, 
our character, our outlook and our daily work, the 
wisdom and the godliness loving and cherishing 
the beauties found the works nature and 
the works art. For the artist, and not the saint alone, 
draws nigh unto God. 


Religion, have said, will preserve from the 
dangers inherent the pernicious fallacy art for art’s 
sake. books life aesthetics cannot divorced 
from religion without the penalty moral disintegration. 
The Irish writer, “John Eglinton,” not Catholic, yet 
man keen discernment and uncommon good sense, 
has said that the separation literature from life the 
art-for-art’s-sake theory resembles “the declaration 
beauty past her prime that she will have nothing more 
with men.” Men, obviously, will have nothing 
more with her. And the view aesthetic study 
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that ignores its interdependence religion and life 
has already sown the seeds its own mortality. 
barren thing and evil. 


This statement the consequences partition between 
religion and art not merely matter for speculation. 
There are facts plenty support it. When make 
review all the books aesthetic theory and praxis 
that have come into the world, from Plato and Aristotle 
down Mr. Paul Elmer More and the late James Hu* 
neker, are impressed with the fact that those the 
past that have really and vitally endured, and those 
our own day that give earnest more than purely 
ephemeral appeal, are the books that have recognized 
the intimate relations aesthetics and religion, the 
books that, various ways and from divergent points 
view have somehow gone from the beauty art the 
Eternal Beauty and the Artist Infinite. The other books, 
the books that, however clever plausible scholarly, 
have ignored God and the things God and have con- 
cerned themselves solely with impossible view art 
assumed self-sufficient and omnipotent, are but the 
spars and battered remnants storm defaced ships cast 
helpless and futile upon the shores life. 


Such books have perished simply because they have 
been inadequate and untrue. They have failed live 
because they were never alive. And they were stillborn 
because they were not conceived the light those 
saving principles which religion alone has the power 
formulate. 


The beauty poem, the beauty landscape, the 
beauty human face, the beauty human emotion 
are all but various reflections the Eternal Beauty, the 
Beauty which call God. And the gardener busy amid 
his flower beds, and the writer toiling happily the 
medium plastic language, and the painter touching and 
retouching the colors his canvas, are all three this 
sense Godlike that they are imitating, however far off, 
the creative act Him Who the beginning said, “Let 
there light,” and light was made. The painter’s colors 
may fade the implacable touch time, the writer’s 
book may disappear some mighty conflagration, the 
gardener’s parterres may vanish make room for 
office building garage; but the beauty the 
ing, the written speech, the flower beds can never 
lost; eternal thing, taking different forms, but 
itself indestructible. cannot die, for the offspring 
the Eternal God. 


sane and wholesome interest aesthetics will teach 
find beauty unsuspected places, train our 
senses and our hearts recognize the beauties that lie 
round about books and life, fashion with hand 
and with voice things beauty; and, above all, see 
all things beautiful reflection, however imperfect, 
the Beauty Supreme with Whom there no, change 
shadow alteration. Upon the title page every 
treatise aesthetics might well printed the inspired 
words: “The heavens shall grow old garment, and 
vesture shalt Thou change them and they shall 
changed; but Thou are the Selfsame, and Thy years shall 
not fail.” 


Here have embodied the true spirit religion, 
Catholicism. Here have the principle that animated 
the great painters and sculptors and poets who found 
religion their most congenial themes and brought 
the Church the offerings their genius children bring 
flowers Our Lady’s altar the sunlit month May. 
And here have the spirit which the Catholic teacher 
the Catholic school must approach and carry the 
aesthetic appreciation literature. the spirit that 
wordlessly but unmistakably speaks; God made the world 
and saw that was good.

considered person power and ability. has 
proved that can things. first importance, how- 


ever, are the spiritual constituents: thorough mastery 


the subject matter, understanding the most 
effective means presentation, guidance and control, 
sympathy with and love ior his students, wide cultural 
knowledge, with deep religious faith permeating all. 
these material and spiritual constituents are the direct 
result the teacher’s own efforts, not only will him- 
self consider them worth, but others who, seeing the 
products his activity will learn respect him and the 
results his labor. 

course, these constituents the self not entitle 
the individual personality such. further required 


from our point view that they used for the good 
others. There must the social contact. The teach- 
er’s knowledge must radiate itself, but must also 
made palatable with the seasoning love and sympathy. 
Whatever his ability knowledge, the teacher who 
not eager kindly deed lend helping hand 
cannot said have the essential selflessness 
fine personality. may recognize potent personality 
its results. That teacher has who wins the loyal 
co-operation his pupils, who touches their imagina- 
tion, rouses their interest, stirs their ambition, and makes 
them eager learn. Personality poles apart from 
indifference; all energy and enthusiasm. These beget 
efficiency. Emerson said that our chief want someone 
to.make the best can. our class rooms the 
chief want teacher with powerful personality, 
dominant type mind, teacher who can make not 
one, but the greater number the best which they 
are capable. 


With inspectors about enter our schools and demand 
what are willing enough give, namely, proof 
that are qualified teach the schools, might 
very profitably take inventory our material and 
spiritual constituents and see how far they are capable 
increase development. our equipment satisfac- 
tory? should not unless the best can 
make it. the library adequate least our imme- 
diate needs? Are the pupils supplied with every text 
book—even the requisite English classics? Are there in- 
spiring pictures the walls our class rooms? True, 
have not the liberal funds for equipment that our 
public school teachers have, but truer still, where there 
will get supplies there way, and will 
again, pleasant and satisfactory way. are teach- 
ers, for instance, who take real pleasure seeing their 
libraries grow. Every year they suggest that each pupil 
purchase least one books listed 
supplementary reading the Catholic University high 
school course. recommended that the books 
afterwards donated the library and usually the students 
take delight placing the books where they are sure 
the greatest amount good. The zealous, efficient 
teacher with initiative has many similar devices which 
facilitate his work and that his pupils. 


thorough mastery the subject matter, 
understanding the most effective means presenta- 
tion, and the wide cultural knowledge, the knowing “some- 
thing about everything and everything about something,” 
our superiors are providing for them way that should 
make us, not only appreciative, but proud them. They 
are sparing nothing that will make their teachers more 
and the teachers are turn corresponding 
way that leaves nothing desired. Even promi- 
nent non-Catholic educators loudly and laudably recognize 
this fact. immediate preparation, the 
light the last sentence, the less said about the better. 
Here, elsewhere, each one must know her own weak- 
necs, and since weakness has its own attraction this part 
the inventory might prove interesting.

For 
aruosing enthusiasm may superior brain power 
education. teacher with mediocre ability, have 
also fine personal appearance, superb manner, and 
magnetic qualities better equipped than the savant who 
lacks these graces. The extent his influence apt 
unbelievable. Our love fast follows our admiration 
him and then our best efforts seem inadequate. the 
qualities such teacher enforced nobility 
character and deep, practical piety, his very presence will 
give life new meaning for us: shall wish more 
than have ever more than have ever 
been.

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VITAL PROBLEMS TEACHING BEGINNERS READ 


Lewis, Author “The Lewis Story Method Teaching Reading and Spelling” 


The teaching beginners involves the solution many vital 
problems. For the teacher’s supreme purpose should the com- 
plete development the child. 


The child’s attitude towards other children, towards his family 
and the school, towards society and the “powers that be,” his 
conception right and wrong, the molding his character, the 
training his ear hear with acuteness and correctness, the 
training his eye get perfect image, his ability think 
consecutively, his ability spell, and his desire read must 
considered quite important the child’s ability read. 
fact, everything that makes for the complete development the 
child should given due consideration. 


order get satisfactory results her work the child 
must made happy and kept happy his work. 
respect the teacher should remember that are always happiest 
when are doing most make others happy; and she should 
cause the children learn this lesson through their own experi- 
ence actual service others. For the child that made happy 
through service others will invariably assume the right atti- 
tude towards others, and will the best possible mood for 
learning. 

One the most difficult problems teaching anyone get- 
ting his attention. This problem not usually solved the 
command, any other form request that 
may cause the children put their bodies the attitude 
attention. The best solution this problem the skillful 
appropriate story. getting the child’s attention and 
holding his attention best appeal him through the 
pleasure motive. 


The beginner should not permitted read anything until 
familiar with all the ideas, thoughts, feelings, actions and 
experiences involved; and until familiar with oral 
form the language which these are expressed. should 
not permitted read story until can listen with pleasure 
and understanding the teacher reads tells the story. For 
teaching the beginner read must from the known 
the unknown. Whether are teaching the seeing child the 
blind child, must start with the familiar oral audible 
language. enable the blind child read must resort the 
use raised characters representing the sounds found the 
articulate words his familiar audible language, and the 
strange tangible language written these characters, must 
taught feel already familiar oral audible language. 


Just the blind child must learn feel sounds, the seeing 
child must learn see sounds. must from his familiar 
oral audible language strange visible language, written 
printed; and this strange visible language must see 
his already familiar audible language, through which must 
associate the visible language with the definite ideas, thoughts, 
feelings, actions experiences already familiar him. 


Briefly stated, teaching the beginner read, the actual prob- 
lem enable him recognize the spoken word through the 
visible word, and through the spoken word associate the 
visible word with the idea, back which stands the object 
experience. 

order that the child may have the utmost freedom think, 
his recognition the spoken word through the visible word 
should without conscious effort. should automatic. Auto- 
matic word recognition can accomplished only thorugh 
thorough knowledge word sounds. And the method which 
most easily, most quickly and most thoroughly acquaints the child 
with word sounds the best method, provided the same time 
fulfills the fundamentally essential conditions 
activity the child, problem finding and problem solving the 
child, the preservation and development the child’s interest, 
and the repetition the process which words are recognised, 
and not the repetition mere word forms 
word forms. 

Does the method you are now using surely, systematically and 
rapidly develop the power automatic word recognition? Does 
make ample provision for the self-activity the child? Does 
enable him find for himself the problems involved, and 


solve these problems himself? Does provide for the frequent 
repetition finding and solving the problems involved 
the recognition words? Does develop and preserve the 
child’s interest? Can you afford use any method that does 
not meet all these 

our alphabet were purely phonetic, had but one sound 
for each letter and but one letter for one sound, the mere 
the sounds the letters word would give its correct 
pronunciation, and its correct pronunciation would turn reveal 
the letters the word give its correct spelling. had 
such alphabet the problems involved automatic’ word recog- 
nition and spelling would very simple and all teachers would 
use phonetic method. 

But this far from being true. For with only twenty-six 
letters have forty-three different sounds the English. 
alone has least seven different sounds, and several these 
sounds are also reperesented other letters and combinations 
letters. Nevertheless the position vowel determines 
definitely its sound that more than eighty-five per cent the 
words used the first three grades obey few phonic laws which 
are simple that any child four six years may master 
these laws and the words that obey them. 

Has ever occurred you that the child more interested 
synthetic process than analytic process? you 
ever observed the extreme care takes building with his 
blocks, and the carelessness with which wrecks the structure 
with one fell blow? giving the child knowledge phonics 
better build than analyze. The analytic process calls 
for more mature mind than does the synthetic process. With 
the analytic process the child has double work. must first 
memorize the word whole and then analyze it. 

the synthetic process used systematic word building may 
taught three steps. The sounds may taught through story 
and the phonic laws principles may taught through story. 
While this being done systematic graded lessons ear training 
and eye training should given. this work properly 
done, ten twelve weeks the beginner should able 
build and recognize from six hundred eight hundred even 
thousand words, and the end the first year should abie 
read sight the books that are usually read during the second 
year and many those that are read during the third year.

The school that 
atmosphere happiness conducive earnest study, faithful 
work, joyful effort; atmosphere which urges honor, and 
which discourages the growth laziness, deceit, sullenness 
disrespect. 

Children school like this, not with fear and trembling, 
but with gladness. Truancy, the desire for truancy, either 
unknown reduced its lowest terms. Unless child 
hopelessly bad mentally lacking, she appreciates nothing 
much appreciation. sense that “somebody cares” 
wonderful stimulus effort wonderful safeguard against 
indifference and indocility. 

Recently visited large school many rooms. Not being 
formerly educator was not interested methods and the 
physical side things, but was observing and sensing that 
subtle something that may call the spirit the school. 

What did find? Well, found considerable difference 
between one room and another this very respect. physical 
appliances and methodology, the school whole was thor- 
oughly standardized. One room was another 
those outer things. The number the pupils, the arrange- 
ments the desks, the excellence the text-books,, blackboards, 
writing materials, pictures the walls, was the same one 
room another. But there was all the difference the 
world between the spirit and the atmosphere what shall 
call Room No. and some other rooms visited. 

Outwardly Room No. was the same all the others, but one 
had not been there began notice difference. 
seemed sunnier, brighter, warmer than the other rooms. 
The atmosphere was freer, friendlier and finer. The children were 
less respectful, less docile, but they were more responsive, 
more cheerful, more given smile. There was not that sense 
repression their replies which made the other children 
awkward and self-conscious. They did not seem dress- 
parade. They were perfectly natural, and the teacher was natural, 
too. She seemed quite home her little happy world, and 
there were inquiring glances cast her the children 
wondering why she was not always good-natured now 
while the visitor was there. 

This teacher was real power for good the lives the 
children. The other teachers were doing their work well too; 
but, oh, what difference the spirit which the work was 
done! How much more effective they could they would 
only bring the schoolroom not only perfection method, not 
only pedagogy and psychology, but also love for their charges, 
sympathy with their immature strivings, pity for their failures, 
and deep desire pour into their young lives all the happiness 
possible, since many them will know such little happiness 
the years come and will look back the school and the 
teacher for all the inspiration toward good they are ever likely 
find. 


Keep school the sunny side the street! These little 
beings with whom you have deal are like little plants 
whom sunshine precious. Sunshine, cheerfulness, neces- 
sity their growth and development. Coldness, irritability, indif- 
ference, and above all, sarcasm, death. Better the most severe 
sort corporal punishment than the lash the tongue that 
cuts the heart. Child nature being is, there must 


admonition, there must advice, there must reprimand and 
even punishment; but the use sarcasm poisonous. 

the sunny side School Street teacher descends 
the use sarcasm. teacher there knows from her own 
experience life that more hurtful than helpful, and 
she determined help her pupils. That her 
job, matter how she herself may feel about it. Just, however, 
the faithful surgeon must sometimes hurt his patient order 
remove from some pernicious growth, the teacher 
must occasionally strict and severe her efforts save her 
pupils from mental and moral deformities. The hurt will oniy 
temporary and the result salutary the spirit which done 
fine. But hurt for the sake the hurting does harm both 
teacher and pupil. 

fairly astonishing what belief the average child has 
the knowledge, the justice, the goodness his teacher. This 
true any school. especially true the Catholic school. 
The teacher, though she may not aware it, authority 
all subjects the child. His faith his teacher surpasses 
even his faith his parents, the matter knowledge 
least; and, everything else well, the teacher wears the 
religious habit. 

That habit gives our Catholic teachers advantage right 
the start over every other kind teacher. the Church’s 
badge service and authority. impresses the child’s mind 
immediately and singles the teacher out from all the other men 
and women has seen. When another teacher leaves the school- 
room, she may lost the crowd. she becomes 
the same the rest the world. There nothing denote 
the teaching office. But the religious teacher teacher all 
the time. The Brother the Sister can not confounded with 
any other folk. They are teachers always. 

Before the religious teacher has uttered word, the habit 
she wears has taught obedience, service, 
duty, And then there the power what done 
God’s name and for God’s sake, superadded. 

But the religious teacher, having this advantage has also 
added responsibility. The habit must represent not only the 
authority the Church but must also show its sweetness, its 
sanity, its essential cheerfulness and beauty. The child going 
get his first and strongest impressions religion, education, 
the whole Church’s system, from the wearer the habit 
the first school-room enters. 

matter great rejoicing Catholics that our religious 
are happy. Non-Catholics, even those who come pry curi- 
ously and without sympathy into convent and monastery, are 
nearly always struck the sweetness and serenity the faces 
our Sisters; and the happy disposition our Brothers, 
monks and friars proverbial. Indeed, their jolly, care-free 
manners have often given grave scandal those who seem 
never have read St. Paul’s words: “Rejoice, and again 
say rejoice.” all know that gloomy view life 
sign religious vocation. Indeed, the very contrary true. 


This being the rule, the chances are one thousand that 
the child’s first impressions Catholic school will cheer- 
ful and happy ones; and proceeds from grade grade and 
class class, will feel himself friendly environment 
well calculated draw out the best that him. 

once knew little boy, however, who, unhappily for himself, 
found himself very different sort school. true, 
religious school, but religion, interpreted the 
teacher and reflected his manner, was rather threat punish- 
ment than promise reward. Even the drvine kindliness 
the words the Sermon the Mount became harsh when 
repeated this teacher. that (the little boy smiles when 
thinks about now) the words, “Suffer little children come 
unto me” became not invitation, but threatening utterance. 
The little boy took the word “suffer” mean literally that and 
nothing else, much was affected the atmosphere 
reprisal that found the 

This gave him most unfortunate impression religion, 
which had hard time rid himself later and 
doubt ever really shook off. 

Herein lies the responsibility the religious teacher: offer 
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the child image Catholic life that will wholesome 
and sound, cheerful and serene; image that will not defaced 
with pettiness, injustice (even the smallest injustice rankles 
the child’s mind) image that will not soured and poisoned 
with bitterness and sarcasm, image that will light the 
lad lass the years come, when she has left the 
school-room childhood forever and passed out into the school- 
room life. 

don’t care what people may say about the disciplinary value 
sadness and gloom, sunshine for children. They should not, 


cheated.out it. This not advocating coddling senti- 
mental silliness the treatment them: only advocating 
giving them what 

Keep school, therefore, the sunny side the street! 
you this, year and year out, your success teacher 
will increased manifold. For success not measured the 
ease with which your pupils pass tests and examinations, though 
these should not slighted; success truly measured the 
lives honor and service before God and man, Church 
and State, which you, teacher, have moulded and inspired.

Every school the Chicago archdiocese, from the grade schools 
outlying districts the highly specialized colleges and acad- 
emies, was invited enter its students the contest. There was 
age limit whatever.

was not long before the offices the association, 604 Mal- 
lers Chicago, were called upon handle undreamed-of- 
response, which continued almost from morning night without 
interruption.

Two weeks from the opening date the contest 267 schools had 
been heard from. Four girls were kept busy opening the mail 
and reading the essays. 

Although only the best from each school were submitted for 
final decision, every child the 267 schoois entered composition 
the contest, which meant that the surprising number 81,000 
compositions were written within the brief period two weeks. 

The contest brought out several unique features. The ages 
the contestants ranged from six twenty, while the area 
covered included Chicago and radius fifty miles. Among 
the tiny authors were those who came from the poorest homes 
the tenement districts, well those who dwell the pala- 
tial residences the exclusive north shore suburbs. Children 
nine different nationalities participated the contest. 

Originality cropped out surprising degree. Little Miss 
Irene Husarif, who boasts only six years and first grade St. 
Joseph’s School her credit, sent tiny contribution 
words. Chappas Mt. Carmel School, Melrose Park, 
mounted the wings Pegasus and sent seven stanzas 
verse. Miss Florence Breen, year St. Patrick’s Academy, in- 
corporated her ideas letter fictitious “Aunt Julia,” while 
Miss Jessie Tyrell, 2nd year the same school, put hers 
the form round-table discussion.

duce sewing into her curriculum she was likely find 
unsympathetic school board. This subject seemed unnec- 


essary—in fact, was considered waste valuable time, 


which should spent something really needed. Now 
people everywhere are realizing that children are not having 
adequate training sewing and textiles the home, and 
are, therefore, desirous that the teachers their districts 
give careful instruction the buying materials, the mak- 
ing new garments, the repairing old ones, and the 
general care clothing. 

introducing such course one confronted once 
with three problems: What equipment needed? How can 
this equipment secured? What shall taught? 

The first two questions are comparatively simple answer; 
for only limited amount equipment needed, and 
can obtained without great expenditure money. The 
sewing machine the largest item; but good second-hand 
one can secured reasonable price. the school board 
feels that can not buy one, the necessary amount can easily 
raised the children. The rest the equipment consists 
several pair sharp shears, with blades about three 
inches long; plenty pins; needles, numbers and thread, 
numbers 60, and 80; and thimbles, five cent ones being 
satisfactory. secure these each child may contribute 
ten cents toward the common supply, she may furnish 
her own. 

“What shall taught?” answer this question, ask 
yourself another, What should these girls know about sewing 
make them greater value themselves, their 
homes, and their community?

There are certain fundamentals knowledge and skill that 
every girl should have command of, such as: 
Threading, care and ability stitch straight 
Care clothing 
Removing spots, mending and care clothing which

Selection materials 
Considering durability, suitability, cost and beauty 
Construction garments 
Seams—plain, French and fell—plackets, hems, making 
and applying collars and cuffs, joining skirt and 
waist, putting ruffles 
Buttonholes and buttons, hooks and eyes

SELECTING PROJECTS 


Projects should selected with the idea mind that 
girl who has completed the ninth grade should able 
these things which have been listed with fair degree 
skill. 

Besides including some the fundamental principles, all 
projects should useful and educational. Small samples 
might made which would teach all steps sewing; but 
would they educational? Would they incentive for 
the children apply the principles projects their own 
home? How much better would make something 
useful and attractive. most girls the sixth grade play 
with dolls and delight making something for them, they 
might make comfort for the doll’s bed. Such project 
useful them; and can easily made educational giv- 
ing each child chance figure the amount material 


‘required make comfort fit her own doll’s bed, the 


most economical way cut the material, and the total cost 


the comfort. She must decide also the number knots 
needed and the placing them. The comfort gives her 
chance use the basting stitch and the blanket stitch. 
calls for fair degree accuracy; yet large needle and 
heavy thread are used, thus avoiding the danger over- 
strain caused close work. When the class making the 
comfort take period, either from this from some related 
ciass work, consider the materials used. This project offers 
very good chance for the study cotton; the batting, 
silkaline, basting thread and floss are merely different forms 
the same fiber. series lessons the raising cotton 
and its manufacture into cloth will helpful well 
interesting and will more closely relate sewing with other 
subjects the curriculum. discussing the correct way 
make bed, using doll’s bed for demonstration, the 
child can encouraged make her own bed neatly; she 
becomes more service home, and the link between 
home and school strengthened. 


Each instructor should have fair degree neatness and 
accuracy standard for all work; therefore, she must select 
projects simple enough justify her demanding this 
standard. the project too difficult, inferior work must 
accepted, which will establish low standard for all 
sewing. 

Children delight making something for themselves, but 
they also enjoy working for others; during the year the 
instructor may have them make article for member 
the family, and for someone outside the home, well 
few garments for themselves. This will tend make the 
children feel that they have useful place the com- 
munity. The selection articles made one district 
will not likely fit the needs another without modifica- 
tion; but with the wide range given for this choice, every 
teacher will surely able find many good projects. Each 
thing made must selected relation the course 
whole, there will logical sequence throughout. 
new problem one should review some the old 
principles and add least one step.

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SEPTEMBER BIRD STUDY 


BELTED KINGFISHER 
William Dutcher Audubon Leaflet 
The Kingfishers are large, attractive and curious 
family birds are their relatives, the Cuckoos. They 
are distributed over the greater part the globe, but are 
most numerous the tropics. All are characterized 
beauty plumage, and interesting and varied habits. 
The common Kingfisher Europe, with its blue-green up- 
per parts and its rich chestnut breast,*is example the 
striking plumage this family. 
WATCHFUL POSE 
the restful days when school and work are thrown 
aside, and the tired brain and body drink great draughts 
life and vigor that see the Belted Kingfisher perched 
some twig overhanging the water. sits motionless 
though carved from stone until its watchful eye sees 
fish the water below it, when dives for its prey and

disappears entirely beneath the surface. rarely misses its 
aim, and when reappears wriggling fish seen held 
the bird’s powerful beak. 

The fisherman then flies back its perch, and, after 
beating its captive the limb until dead, swallows 
head first. Sometimes the fish darts out reach before the 
bird reaches even the surface the water; and that case 
the Kingfisher skilfully changes its course, and with up- 
ward sweep resumes its former position. Or, during flight 
over stream, the keen eye the Kingfisher may discover 
fish, when will suddenly stop its course and hover 
with extended wings over the spot for few seconds, then 
dive with the same ease and accuracy did from the 
perch. The Kingfisher also plunges into the margin the 
sea catch salt-water fishes. 

The only implement the Kingfisher needs procuring its 
food its large, powerful and sharp-edged bill. With this 
seizes its prey, whether slippery fish beneath the sur- 
face the water insect the land. Its feet are 


small and weak that they are service grasping 
holding active prey. 

Contrast the implements the Kingfisher with those 
that other great fisher, the Fish Hawk, Osprey. Were 
the Osprey plunge head first into the water for its prey, 
the Kingfisher does, would never succeed for its hooked 
bill not adapted catching The Osprey, however, 
has special implements its powerful feet; when plunges 
for fish, its feet with their long, sharp claws, are thrown 
downward, and the fish securely grasped the talons. 
then carried perch, where can held firmly 
underfoot and torn pieces the hooked beak, may 
carried away fed the young. 

UNSOCIAL DISPOSITION 

Kingfishers are not sociable with their own kind, nor 
with the human race. pair will pre-empt small district, 
and allow other Kingfishers occupy the same territory. 
seek approach this king fishermen permits 
get within certain distance, usually long gun-shot off, 
when his alarm, what seems distaste for human com- 
panionship, becomes great that leaves his post ob- 
servation with loud and unmistakeable rattling cry, flies 
few hundred yards the stream and alights. Again try 
approach, but the bird more suspicious than before, and 
soon takes another flight. This will repeated until the 
Kingfisher thinks getting too far away from his home, 
when, sweeping wide, will circle past us, and, with re- 
peated rattling cries, derision our futile attempts 
catch him, will return his favorite outlook. 

The Belted Kingfisher found throughout North America, 
but nowhere very common. The explanation its ap- 
parent churlishness probably found the nature 
the Kingfisher’s food and its manner getting it. The 
fishing along most streams limited, seems so, one may 
suppose, the bird, and becomes jealous intruders be- 
cause every one is, may be, rival. Therefore seeks

clusive possession means food-supply for itself, 
its mate and their family. Were not this struggle and com- 
petition made necessary the nature and relative scarcity 
their food, Belted Kingfishers would doubtless not 
only numerous but sociable sparrows 
birds, whose fare plentiful every marsh, meadow 
and thicket that bird fears will not get its share. 

One the singular features this peculiar bird its 
method home-making. does not build nest tree 
nor the ground, but excavates hole earthen bank, 
usually, but not always, near some stream body water. 

Major Bendire says, his “Life Histories North Amer- 
ican Birds”: “In southern Arizona, where streams are few, 
have found Kingfishers breeding localities where fish 
have formed very small percentage their daily fare; 
have more than once seen one these birds perched 
some twig overhanging dry, sandy river bed, where 
water was found within several miles.” 

NESTING BURROW 

The situation the burrow probably determined largely 
the character the soil, the favorite kind being compact 
sand, mixed gravel and loam. The male and female birds 
join the labor digging, which done means 
their large and powerful bills, and then the loosened soil 
thrown backward and scraped out their feet. 

The tunnel round, about inches diameter, and ex- 
tends inward depth varying with circumstances from 
feet. The bore may ‘be perfectly straight soft soil, 
free from stones tree-roots; but often the tunnel winds 
about avoid such obstructions. ends interiorly 
“living-room” large enough accommodate comfortably 
its occupant—a bird about inches long. 

Here five eight eggs are laid, early May, and the 
young hatch ordinarily about June The eggs are pure 
white, the rule for eggs laid dark cavities; and 
the nestlings will protected from cold, heat, and storms, 
little bedding needed provided. old burrows 
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fish-bones and scales may found, but these are merely the 
remains feasts. the birds are not disturbed, burrow 
may used for several successive seasons. 

The young are naked and helpless when hatched, for their 
eyes have not yet opened. They grow very slowly. 

Kingfishers subsist themselves and feed their young prin- 
cipally small fish, not over inches length, which are 
little value; therefore they harm except oc- 
casionally fish cultivated ponds, young trout bass, 
where sometimes Kingfishers are troublesome the fish- 
culturists, but the birds may usually driven away. They 
also eat crustaceans, grasshoppers, beetles, crickets, frogs, 
and the like, and have been known catch field-mice. 

FLIGHT AND MIGRATION 

The Kingfisher migratory the northern part the 
country, that is, wherever the freezing rivers and ponds 
may interrupt its fishing.

The conciseness style, and the simplicity utterance 
even the most sublime truths, are the crowning beauties 
the great “Pilgrims’” art. These qualities are seen and 
felt even the English translations, which their very 
best could not equal beauty and delight the vivid color 
the original Italian Masterpiece, the vernacular Dante him- 
self. very true, the “PARADISO” not easy reading, 
every line must carefully understood, weighed and 
assimilated before the full beauty the rhetoric and the 
positive grandeur the theology burst upon the ordinary 
intellect from the dazzling sun Dante’s genius. The poet 
himself warns: 

“Oh ye, who are little bark, desirous listen, 
following behind craft which singing passes on, 
turn see again your shores; put not out upon the 
deep; for haply me, you would remain astray. 
The water that sail was never crossed.” 

But the earnest student who lights his lamp and sits down 
and ponders well receives the reward his ardent seeking 
after Truth and Beauty. for Dante the exponent both 
their ETERNAL ESSENCE. 

The lover rhetorical methodology will rejoice the 
superb example afforded the “PARADISO.” First, there 
the great, general theme arrangement the thirty-three 
Cantos (mystical thirty-three; perhaps, chosen the poet 
symbolize the thirty-three years Christ lived earth 
work out our salvation); second, the invocations, which occur 
almost invariably the beginning each Canto, connect- 
ing jewels thought: 

“Hosanna, Holy God Sabaoth! Beaming with 
Thy brightness upon the blessed fires these 
realms!” (Canto VII.) 

The ever steadily increasing motion upward itself, 
its regular occurrence, excellent example rhyme an- 
swering rhyme, like the meter great ode. The Canto 
preceding seems supplement the upward motion the 
Canto that follows the heightening power contrast. The 
general plan inside each Canto itself seems the same 
—the Ascent the particular planet description, the Ar- 
rival the destination, there become acquainted with the 
inhabitants each celestial realm all their glorious happi- 
ness. This meeting with the particular sprits which Dante 
takes pains name every time, makes the occasion 
discourse theology the popular beliefs, manners, cus- 
toms and abuses the time. 

Upward and ever upward, one goes with the two Pilgrims, 
having the sensation being borne the rapidity the 
poet’s own motion, and yet very gradual the ascent, 
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regular the destination every time reached, clock-work the 
wonderful rhythm which one makes the climb 
well, that when the Ninth Heaven finally reached, one 


feels dazed Dante himself. the same time, the sensa- 
tion reality vivid, that one actually feels exactly 
Dante would have felt had truly the Presence 
the ETERNAL LIGHT. 


This splendid methodology, this well-ordering the main 
details this all-magnificent theme are helped and carried 
along directly the stupendous force the Florentine’s 
bewildering and times almost paralyzing imagination. Con- 
stantly through theme does Dante acknowledge his inability, 
and more, the inability mere human genius and imagination 
picture the glorious PRIMUM MOBILE. But there 
singular and abiding trust (accompaniment all truly great 
souls), abides with him from the very beginning the poem, 
“PARADISO,” when, feeling his feet longer human 
ground, Dante lays down his basic theme: 


“The glory Him who moves everything pene- 
trates through the universe, and shines one part 
more and another less. the heaven which re- 
ceives most its lights have been and have seen 
things which who descends thereabove neither 
knows how nor able recount; because drawing 
near its own desire, our understanding enters 
deep, that the memory cannot follow. Truly, what- 
soever the Holy Realm could treasure 
mind, shall now the theme song.” 


(Canto I.) 


Since the innate desire soul attain the vision 
God, Dante feels that putting into words this stupendous 
truth, must need courageous and trust power be- 
yond his own: 

good Apollo! For this last labor make such 
vessel thy power thou demandest for the gift 


the loved laurel.” (Canto I.) 


Surely, from the pages the “PARADISO” grows the 
immortal laurel fame. Time and again does the poet sigh 
for words translate his thoughts and feelings into song. 
Thus, Canto sings when about meet the Spirits 
the wise men and theologians, and just before hearing the 
voice the illustrious St. Thomas Aquinas: 


“Though should call genius, art and use, 
could not tell that could imagined, but 
may believed, and sight (The Eternal Light) 
longed for. And our fancies are low for such 
loftiness marvel, for beyond the sun was 
never eye could go.” 

And further on, the same Canto comes his complaint: 

“In the Court Heaven, wherefrom return, are 
many jewels precious and beautiful that they can- 
not brought from the kingdom.” 


But real the vivid power imagination the vast 
mind this greatest man the great thirteenth century, that 
carries with inevitable conviction. One seems 
reading not fiction, but reality, the account the actual ex- 
perience pilgrim eternity. 

Only once during the entire book does Dante intimate 
that his journey thrqugh Heaven might have partaken 
the nature dream. the next the last Canto, St. 
Bernard, his guide, after Beatrice has been wafted her 
throne glory, warns him that time passing, and they 
must “direct their eyes the ‘First Love.’” 

“But because time flies which holds thee slumber- 
ing here will make stop.” 
(Canto 


But, further on, the next Canto, humbly acknowledges, 
though had been actual observer, the wonders 
has been narrating: 


“In its depths saw that whatsoever dispersed 
through the universe there included bound with 
love one believe that saw because 
saying this feel that more large rejoice!” 


which Charles Eliot Norton believes the poet means 
to’ say: 

the memory but the larger joy felt recording 
them proof that they were seen.” 

This glorious vision pure imagination, Dante succeeds 
conveying the mind the reader the means 
for the symbolism the ETERNAL ESSENCE, 
light for the Blessed Spirits, every one its own sphere, and 
particular light for the Spheres themselves. This dazzling 
illuminative quality wraps the entire “PARADISO”. and has 
peculiar effect upon the mind deeply susceptible the 
beauty color. The planet Mars, for instance, where dwell 
the souls the Martyrs, portrayed the imagination 
ruby-colored light, radiating from the central great red 
light—the Cross Christ; the planet Saturn rays gorgeous 
topaz, lighting the poet’s vision the “Golden Stairway,” 
and the whiteness the other planets vivid contrast 
makes the very whiteness, color! But the colorful imagina- 
tion Dante merely using old material entirely new 
way, for the pagans considered light divine, and worshiped 
their deities under the form light—the sun, moon, and 
particular stars, and fire itself; the Holy Scripture both 
Old and New, constantly use the symbolism Light por- 
tray God. David sings his Psalms: Thou are clothed with 
light with garment!” and Christ Himself declared, 
the Light the World!” All these superb descriptions 
Light which would have exhausted the resources less 
vivid and colorful imagination might have resulted gross 
monotony, but Dante was genius and his art carried with 
charm and reality crown the dazzling light creations 
his, But age, which knew only candle- 
lighting for purposes illumination, Dante’s “PARADISO,” 
with its whirling spheres light, its vast spirits lights, 
the ETERNAL LIGHT ITSELF, must have come the 
nature revelation—a miracle light and color, which 
even the Medieval World, colorful itself, felt all the 
more intensely. wonder, then, that the classic, colorful 
Shelley found the warmest praise for the imagination the 
great Florentine: 

“Dante’s apotheosis Beatrice and the gradations 
his love and her loveliness which, steps, 
feigns himself ascend the throne the Supreme 
Cause, the most glorious imagination modern 
poetry.”

THE RETURN SCHOOL. 


are all familiar with Shakespeare’s reluctant school 
boy with his satchel “creeping like snail unwillingly 
school;” and, recalling the methods discipline em- 
ployed and the unattractive features genera! 
lage school the poet’s day. But today, when school 
boy’s lot decidedly better, and everything the class 
room directed towards arousing his interest and am- 
bition well imparting instruction, when the teacher 
aims being his friend and well his pre- 
ceptor, the boy girl should return school the 
beginning the fall term with different sentiments. Yet 
human nature the same today, Shakespeare’s 
time, and quite probable that the school boy, however 
well disposed, sees the first days September approach- 
ing with secret feeling that “The melancholy days are 
come, the saddest the year.” remove this impres- 
sion the teacher’s first business. this end, 
desirable begin some interesting study the very first 
day, explaining both its intellectual value and practical 
use. Some teachers make mistake when pupil ex- 
presses dislike for certain study which told 
must learn, answering shortly that the subject 
the program and has learned. Now, however ad- 
mirable, “blind obedience” monastic orders, 
out place the class room, should enforced 
but rarely. student will learn subject more willingly, 
more rapidly and thoroughly when understands exactly 
why required study it, and what good can 
derive from it. 

our work teachers, there are mistakes 
which are likely make the beginning new 
school year, and which may hinder the good hope 
accomplish; hence, perhaps would not lost time 
all teachers today have had the benefit professional 
training normal school, and know the rocks and 
shoals avoided their ten months’ voyage the 
sea school life; but the best theories sometimes fail 
practice, because they not cover all the varied 
and multitudinous incidents the teaching career. 
navigator not only studies the charts the harbors 
must enter, but also glad have lighthouse and 
pilot guide him safely shore. Other teachers, while 
without definite normal school training, have gained skill 
and wise methods the school experience, but 
often costly both teacher and 
scholars. must not acquire wisdom the expense 
our pupils—like the physician who, when complimented 
upon the skill operation man’s eyes, answered 
that had gained that skill spoiling hatful eyes. 

With regard the mistakes which teachers are likely 
make the re-opening classes September, the 
following seem particularly worthy consideration: 
was said above that desirable begin. some inter- 
esting study the very first day the fall term. Some 
teachers just the opposite and postpone the more at- 
tractive studies for several days weeks “until all the 
pupils are in,” saying that they “would have begin their 
work all over again.” Thus the school work languishes 
during the first week, the pipls who arrived promptly are 
bored, and perhaps get distaste for the class and school, 
which may last all year. Those who came promptly the 
first day should made feel that was worth while, 
and that they have gained real advantage over the tardy 
ones. When the latter arrive, they should find the les- 
sons well advanced, the students all interested their 
work, and should feel that they have suffered real loss; 
then they will not encouraged repeat the offense 
the next year. Some children who could return promptly 
school and not give the excuse: there’s not 
much going the first week; shant lose anything.”

assume air real kindness and give our pupils the 
impression that are sincerely glad see them, inspir- 
ing them with confidence our kindly intentions and our 
sincere help them. Kindness does not mean 
weakness, and discipline does not mean rigid severity. 


Order and discipline are, course, necessary 
school, but means end, not end them- 
selves. Again, brief talk the children the neces- 
sity maintaining order that the work instruction 
can progress better, will induce willing obedience—so 
much more desirable than reluctant, outward conformity 
the rules.

This seems very 
simple, yet many teachers fail give this simple explana- 
tion, and, exacting merely “blind” obedience, leave 
the children think that their natural rights are taken 
from them with sufficient cause, and that school 
place where tyrannical rules are imposed and they must 
give doing all the things that they most want do.

has probably forgotten them during the vacation, and 
the knowiedge may come back after little quickening 
his memory the new class; your way ques- 
tioning may unlike his former teacher’s; and, after 
few weeks new ways and methods the facts apparently 
forgotten unknown will come the surface. Next 
year’s teacher will inclined make the same rash 
statements. any injurious reflections former 
teacher are heard the pupils and they happen like 
and esteem that teacher, they will resent such remarks 
and form dislike for their new instructor. Thus the 
latter will lose her influence over the children and her 
power them good. Without this power, the teach- 
er’s task would indeed dreary one, for pecuniary 
compensation could repay the true teacher for all the toil, 
fatigue and worry the class room. But the hope 
saving souls sowing young hearts the good seeds 
that will produce fruits virtue during entire life- 
time, the hope thus extending the kingdom Christ 
both this world and the next, the beacon-light 
that guides, encourages and consoles those who have de- 


voted their lives the work teaching.

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RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


The series articles contributed the reverend author 
during the school year 1919-20, under the head 
laid down some principles upon which catechism 
text books should compiled. 

The series couple deviations for the 
sake variety—indicated how far text books common use 
realized these ideals. This two years’ work was devoted 
drawing attention to the great hindrances in getting results 
in catechetical teaching—analyzing the very faulty text books 
now in use. 

During 1921-22 the author proposes, 


after outlining a 
course in catechism for primary schools, 


undertake 


series of suggestions for other lines of religious study which 
should be carried on during the hours given to religious 
training. Catechism, while important part the course 
our parochial schools, needs supplemented and corre- 
lated with such subjects as Bible History, Church History, etc. 


Course Catechism for Primary Schools. 


the May number this column pointed out the neces- 
sity greater variety the curriculum catechism 
course. Decided objection was taken the custom 
keeping classes children seven eight years pre- 
paring catechism lessons with the aid booklet con- 
taining not more than seventy eighty pages. While 
all due sympathy was extended children subjected 
irksome experience, was intimated that teach- 
ers were the real sufferers from the system—or rather 
want system. Expressions opinion received from 
teachers reference the May article more than confirm 
the writer’s 

propose, therefore, this issue outline course 
catechism for primary schools. The outline will con- 
sist chiefly indicating text books used different 
stages the child’s progress. Unlike most schemes for 
reforming religious instructign will have proposal 
compile suitable text books. Suitable text books are 
already existence. have only adopt them. Still 
more suitable ones, true, may appear time goes 
on. can drop the less suitable, necessary, when 
that time comes. Meanwhile there absolutely rea- 
son for clinging the most objectionable catechism 
print merely because the very best possible has not yet 
been written. Let use this year the very best avail- 
able, altogether forgetful both past and future. Next 
year there nothing prevent our discarding these 
can better then. Some millions children 
will reap the benefit day for ten months. This 
year their opportunity. Why should their interests 
compromised because certain book was used 
children the past and another certain book may 
used children the future? the matter learning 
the privations endured our predecessors are more 
service than the possible advantages enjoyed 
our successors after are dead and gone. 

Nor let forget another result this policy even 
more important than its immediate benefit pupils now 
our charge. What the most effective means even- 
tually developing this ideal text book for which have 
been waiting long? should say making the fullest 
use now such works most nearly approach this 
ideal. Teachers are the writers text books. Why 
suppose them likely jump from the worst the best, 
all once capable producing the best thing 
possible, because they had been obliged use something 
inferior and antiquated its method? 

With these considerations premised shall proceed 
suggest text books already existence and well tried 
out. 

Children commence school about the age six. Re- 
ligious instruction for the first year centered the 
preparation for First Communion. One entire year can 
profitably spent upon this. true our late Holy 
Father, Piux assured that modicum religious 
knowledge suffices. That say, when the child has 
the age reason better admit him 
Holy Communion even with this modicum than deprive 
him such treasures grace (“tear him from the em- 
brace Christ” are the Holy Father’s words) until his 
instruction shall have been thorough. But one doubts 


for moment that the more thorough disposed 
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understanding the things God and apprecia- 
tion the singular favors which about 
the recipient, the better the result, provided delay 
entailed through the process. Only carelessness the 
part those charge the child can explain why this 
fuller understanding not always evidence. Every 
child capable being instructed. Those who 
since July 15, 1910, have been regularly engaged pre- 
paring children for First Communion have had nothing 
but pleasant surprises this matter. 

Then, must remember that his First Communion 
introduction series Holy Communions, and 
his first confession series frequent confessions. 
things go, the specific instruction the method 
preparing for and receiving these two sacraments which 
has been given him immediately before First Communion 
likely all will given for many months 
even years afterwards. has been admitted these 
two sacraments modicum, may for years 
this modicum. 

From all these considerations one disposed insist 
that this first year our parochial schools should 
provided with First Communion catechism which deals 
fully with the matters instruction the child not yet 
seven capable grasping. The booklet should rec- 
ommend serving this purpose entitled, First 
Communicant’s Catechism” (John Daleiden Co., Chi- 
cago). for the following reasons: 

(1) makes use terms expressions with which 
the young child not familiar. 

(2) requires nothing learned heart. 

(3) The chapters the Blessed Eucharist and Con- 
fession treat their respective subjects with much greater 
thoroughness than observable other First Commu- 
nion catechisms. 

(4) contains examination conscience altogether 
adequate the needs the young child. 

(5) has been fully demonstrated that with the aid 
this booklet parents have difficulty preparing 
their children for First Communion. 

For children between the ages seven and nine 
should all means recommend, “How Teach Our 
Little Ones” (John McGough Son, Grand Rapids, 
Mich.). have not the slightest hesitation declaring 
the most suitable catechism the English language 
for this particular period. has already been reviewed 
this journal, November, 1920. have little add 
and certainly nothing take from what has been said 
there. every Catholic child America arriving 
his ninth birthday were already familiar with just 
much Christian doctrine can learned from the pages 
this unpretentious work, great service would have 
been rendered God. special chapter al- 
most every topic discussed more advanced catechisms, 
this elementary way covers practically the entire 
course catechetical instruction. 

These two elementary works having been completed 
the age nine thereabouts, the next two years 
can very profitably spent upon Rt. Rev. Bishop Bel- 
lord’s, New Catechism” (Ave Maria Press, Notre 
Dame, Ind.). This has also been reviewed the Journal. 
claimed that occasion, the present with- 
out peer our language. There nothing within its 
forty chapters beyond the grasp pupils the ages 
here contemplated. 

singular advantage possessed common the 
three text books already suggested. They require 
effort verbal memory. There are definitions, 
answers learned rote, and consequently nothing 
unlearned passing from one the other 
any work still further advanced character. Acquiring 
knowledge revealed truth for the young 
chiefly work memory, but the use these text 
books remains, always should, memory ideas 
and facts rather than mere words. 

the parochial schools the United States, the Bal- 
timore Catechism still the standard work more ad- 
vanced instruction and likely continue for some 
means safe werk put into the hands young chil- 
dren. For the classes their twelfth thirteenth year, 
however, most its objectionable features cease 
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objectionable. Generally speaking, should not 
adopted for regular use eariler date. 

recent edition this work, entitled “The Baltimore 
Catechism with Explanations,” proceeds upon new 
method introducing the pupil the contents each 
chapter, much which unintelligible him because 
unfamiliar words, rigidity enunciation, involved 
structure, lengthy questions and answers simple lan- 
guage. Several teachers are giving the system trial; 
their views regarding its effectiveness otherwise would 
interesting information view the fact that mil- 
lions are interested the Baltimore Catechism.
